Japan, Russia is now making strenu- 
ous efforts to renew 
her 
vanished 


(IghUng strength on sea. Already tho 
government ot the czar has obtained a 
complete licet of torpedo boats, no less 
than ten ot" these 
formidable 
craft 


luiving been recently completed and 
handed over to the government in fall 
working order. This Information cornea 
trom the constructor himself, a proiul- 
uont American shipbuilder. These were 
all built in the government navy yards 
at Sevastopol, where this man waa 
given full control of a large sebtiou of 
the yards for the purpose. The con- 
struction of Lhe ten torpedo boats was 
only commenced a year ago, and the 
last ono has only jusc left the stocks. 
They are all of: American design fitted 
with American machinery, their power 
being obtained from gas engines. All 
the boats are swift and they success- 
fully exceeded the 
contract 
require- 


ments in this respect. 
They are also 


heavily armed. The contract stipulated 
that 'they should be so constructed as 
to be easily transported by rail, with 
the result that Russia now possesses a 
lleet of gunboats which she can take 
up from the waters from any part of 
her empire and transport overland to 
auy other part. The advantage of this : 
is obvious, and it skowa that the Rus-j 
si;;a government has taken to heart! 


the lesson of the war with Japan'. The i 
new boats are udw all in the Black sea. 
Tlio construction of these vessels was 
carried out'with extraordinary rapidity 
nnd every record 
In 
building 
was 


broken. 
For instance the first .boat 


built was turned over to the govern- 
ment for use in five weeks and five 
days from tiie laying of her keel, which 
means that she was completed in abaut 
one-sixth of the previous fastest time 
for any similar work.
